KACHAKENTO, January 11.—This haa 


been a gala day in Sacramento. The 
partisan friends of James H. Rudd 
made it a Democratic holiday, and the 
ceremonies attending the going out of 
Governor Markham and the coming in 
of Governor liudd, were marked hy 
^omp and enthusiasm thut throw the 
whole city into o fover of excitement. 
Early risers this morning saw the prin- 
cipal atrwta bright with bunting. The 
etare and stripes floated from every 
building. On the streets were seen 
utruggliug bunds ol blue-eon teil militia- 
men who had como in during the lute 
hours of tho uight and early hours of 
the morning. 


A little Inter crowds began to appear 


on the streets. Tho trains began to ar- 
rivu bringing soldiers and civilians to 
participate 
in tho 
inaugural cere- 


monies. 
By 10 o'clock lower 1C street 


presented a uceno of animation that 
caused old Sacramentaiis to gaze in 
astonishment. Not only had all regu- 
lar trains mid etoumera come in loaded 
to their utmost capacity, but Uiere had 
been an extra train from Stockton and 
way points, and tho big steamer Buy 
City had brought up multitudes of en- 
thusiastic DomocniLa from Sim Fran- 
cisco. 


A tremendous crowd attended tho in- 


auguration and tho assembly chamber 
was crowded. Governor Markham was 
escorted to tho speaker's chair and in- 
troduced by Speaker Lynch, and after a 
brief epeach of fnrowell and thanks with 
)i good word for his eiiccesBor, liudd was 
then introduced amid loud cheers. The 
oath of ollice was administered hy Jus- 
tice Henshaw of tho supremo bench, 
immediately ii cannon gave the guber- 
natorial salute of nineteen jjurtB. Then 
Itiidd delivered bis inaugural address, 
specifying the institutions and boards in 
which retrenchment in deaired through 
consolidation and abolishment and de- 
sirable legislation. 


Tho joint aeaombly dissolved at the 


concluding of Bndd'n speech. .Alter the 
inaugural both houses adjourned until 
Monday at 2p.m., when a concurrent 
resolution will be introduced reci-gnix- 
ing iMillnrd as lieutenant governor. 


After hia inauguration Governor liudd 


held an informal reception in the cap- 
itol building and shook hands with 
hundreds of admirers. Tonight the 
city has again taken on its wonted as- 
pect, and California is under the rule of 
a Democratic governor, James Herbert 


• liudd. 


Tho noliticiana and lawmakers de- 


aertcd Sacramento this afternoon at the 
close of tho inaugural ceremonies, and 
tonight the scene of the senatorial con- 
llict is trans'urrcil. to San Francisco. 
Roth Senator Perkins and M. H. De- 
Young went with the crowd, and it is 
not known whether either of them will 
return with tho lawmakers who ad- 
journed until Monday afternoon. 


The De Young men are atill insisting 


that Perkins won no great victory when 
ho captured the caucus last night. They 
refer to the fact that sixty-one votes are 
required to elect, and assert that thu 
Perkins men cannot rally tho nocssGsry 
number. 


This afternoon, however, Perkins' 


managers were claiming to have gained 
six voteu since thu caucus, increasing 
their total strength to fifty-one. Do 
Young's H \pportora are making no ex- 
»ggerateilv<!laimB, hut content them- 
selves with the broad assertion that 
Perkins positively ciinnot be elected.
